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Senate limits

A proposal to limit returning 
students in residences was passed 
at the February I1 Senate 
meeting, circumventing the 
Senate Committee on Residences, 
which rejected the proposal a 
week earlier. 

Although many senators spoke 
against the motion, only four 
voted against it. During the 
meeting, VP Academic Freedman 
said, ‘‘We could well implement 
this: (residence policy) as an ad- 
ministrative decision, but that 
isn’t our style here at McGill.” 

The proposal will eventually 
limit the number of returning 
students to 10 per cent. The mo- 
tion was worded so that it ap- 
peared to have the support of the 
Admissions and See ee 
Committee, which expressed °° 
concern over the situation of ie 
residences, "’ 

“This is an attempt to bypass 


the more appropriate 
committee,’’ said Samuel

In order to rectify the problem 
of committee jurisdiction, 
Noumoff proposed a separate mo- 
tion to remove the issue of 
residence admission from the

‘*By introducing the motion, I 
hoped to draw out the larger 
issue, that is, using the committee 
system in an arbitrary manner,” 
said Noumoff. 

But Senator Leigh Bowie said 
that the entire committee structure 
should be ‘‘tidied up.” 

‘If the committees can be used 
in this manner, why do we have 
committees anyway?" she asked. 

Before being passed by Senate, 
the main motion on residences 
was amended to include a review 
of the effects of the policy in 
February, 1988. 

Maria Shin, President of 
Douglas Hall, said this clause will 
have little effect even if the policy 
is found to be detrimental. 

“Who is going to be around 
next year who is willing to put in 
the time and effort it takes to get 
the (policy) removed?’ she ask- 
ed. 


The McGill university Board of 
Governors also approved an in- 
crease in residence fees of 3 per 
cent at their meeting Monday, 
February 16.

Access McGill wants to buy a 
talking computer. 

This Thursday and Friday, Ac- 
cess will be showing a film to 
raise funds for the purchase of a 
device allowing the visually im- 
paired to use computers, 

“This piece of equipment is ab- 
solutely essential to the academic 
performance of disabled 
students," said Access member 
Sam Miller. 

At present, there is no way 
visually impaired persons can use 
computers, other than getting so- 





meone to help them. A new 
device known as VERT, for ‘Ver- 
bal Terminal’, can change this. 


Computers are usually equip- 
ped with a screen for displaying 
information in a visual form and a 
keyboard for control by the user. 
VERTs use the information signal 
going to the cathode-ray tube of 
the screen and convert it to a syn- 
thesized voice, which the user 
hears through a set of head- 
phones. 

Access McGill, a disabled 
students’ group, is responsible for 
facilitating the integration of the 
disabled into university life, sen-
